FARMERS GET ANOTHER JOLT. 


The 'farmer apparently continues 


"to be.vthe goat" (to use the^popu- 
lar expression) in the campaign to 
reduce the high cost of living. Just 
ns I thought that hogs had. about 
reached their low mark last.week, 
and would not go below 14 cents, 
they fell another cent, and aro 
now 10 cents below their high price 
of a 'few months ago. 
Meanwhile 


pork products have n:>t shown' any 
corresponding decline,, so that the 
consumer has not had the benefit of 
the farmer's loss, which would be 
about the onjy thing that would tend 
to mitigate'its seriousness. I con- 
fess that it is difficult for me to 
know what to think of this state 
of affairs. 


The fanner certainly has a most 


legitimate complaint coming.. 
He 


has fed his hogs high priced corn 
and is now compelled to sell them 
at a figure that means a loss-to hi"i. 
On the'other hand the packers say 
that their storage houses are -filled 
with pork, which they are unable 
to move, bought .at from 22 to 20 
cents. To sell on the basis of pres- 
ent prices for hogs would involve 
heavy loss. 
They .point to a loss 


in export trade as responsible for 
the falling market,_and .say that 
they are helpless to prevent it. And 
there you are! 


All this but adds to the.uncertain- 


ty of the economic condition, and 
joins the farmers to the hosts of 
industrial workers who Hre dissatis-' 
fied. The consumer feels that he is 
the loser through prices on pork 
products whi:h are too ibigh^ the 
packer feels that he is the loser,-be- 
cause hi has bought the porkitwhich 
he has on hand at top market prices; 
and the farmer knows he is the loser 
.when he sells hogs for 12 cents to 
which he has fed corn'that cost from 
51.75 to ?2. It is evident that the 
fault lies not in our system of pro- 
duction, but in 
distribution. 
We- 


must find some way that the farmer 
can produce with the assurance that 
he will receive a profit for what he 
raises. That is the foundation stone 
of our whole economic system, but it 
is being undermined rapidly these 
days by events that seem to be al- 
most beyond human control. 


1 There is one clear lesson in all 
this for the f ..rmers, and 'that is the 
lesson of closer organization.. • If 
the present low price of hogsjs due 
to world-wide conditiona, 
as the 


packers assert, then it is essential 
that the farmers should bcposted on 
the questions of international trade. 
There .are closer 
relationships., be- 


tween the farmers of the grain belt 
and of South America, Russia and 
Australia today than there -was be- 
tween tho Atlantic scacoast and the 
Mississippi valley,- only a few gen- 
erations ago. This demands an un- 
derstanding of world--wid.e trade con- 
ditions on the part of every farmer, 
but such a knowledge cannot come' 
through individual initiative or ac- 
tivity. 
It must come through or- 


ganized-effort, by means of which 
every farmer will be, kept informed 
of the 'drift of trade conditions the. 
world over, and- can govern himself 
accordingly. EvcrythinK urges the 
fanner .forward 
to 
organization 


these days, and'such gatherings as 
that in Chicago on November 12th 
and 13th, when the farm bureaus 
of twenty-three states will join-' in 
forming the' American Farm Bureau 
^Federation,' are 
answers 
to this 


growing demand for national unity, 
amonir the farmers of'America.—

Upon to swallow "parliamentary talk'' that India is a mem- 


ber of the league as a/'self governing colony." An a):!'c ed;- 
torial on this subject recently appeared in the Grand Es.pid~, 
(Mich.) Herald. It follows:

WHEN INDIA VOTES. 
, 
; 


One of Great Britain's six votes in the pending league 


of nations is assigned to India. To thus qualify for inde- 
pendent league membership India must be a "fully self- 
governing colony, under the language of the league coven- 
ant itself. By what stretch of the imagination can any 
candid analyst assign India to any such status? 
True 


there is a certain freedom in administrative matters allow-, 
ed to native chiefs. But ^the supreme government can ex- 
ercise any degree of,control it may wish," says the Statos-r 
man's Yearbook. This supreme government'is exclusively 
and omnipotently British. The secretary of state for In- 
dia, a Briton, selects a council, of Britons. The expand!- . 
ture of the revenues of India, both in India'and elsewhere, 
is subject to this council. "In dea-lir.g wjth questions af- 
• 


fecting the relations of the Government with foreign pow- 
ers." says the Statesman's Yearbook, "and in making peace 
and war and in pi-escribing, the policy • of- the Government 
toward native States.and in matters cf internal policy, the 
secretary of state may act on his. own authority." The 
Emperor of India is the King of England1. • The supreme 
executive authority in India is vested in a British viceroy, , 
appointed by the British Crown. That India is not fully \ 
self-governing, either as required by tie league covenant 
in order to justify independent league membership, or even 
as in other British dominions like Canada, etc:," i& apparent. 
on the face of things. . The great'Indian., pot, -Sir Rabin- 
dranath Tagore, has just handed back the knighthood be- 
stowed upon him by the British Government as a protest, 
according to the Literary Digest, "against British floggings 
of Hindu rioters." Such things do not happen in "fully 
self-governing colonies." In otKer words, the pretense upon 
which India is given an independent league; vote is ridicu- 
lous upon its face. 


We are not making this point because we have the 


slightest desire for American interference in England's 
method of governing India. That is her business, not ours. 
Neither are we making it because we would fan flames of 
anti-British prejudice—a thing inimical to the peace of the 
world, because the world has no greater guaranty of peace 
than in Anglo-American amity. W$ are making the point 
because of its potent .bearing upon the structure of the pro- 
posed league of nations and our prospactivo relationship to 
this new international fraternity. 


There may prove to be some elements-of independent 


. self-decision in league votes which may'be cast .by other 


British dominions lite Canada, etc.; but a league vote for 
India is absolutely and completely a second league vote for 
England—absolutely and exclusively ur.dar British con- 
trol. When other British Colonies signed the preliminary 
covenant they signed through native statesmen. 
• When 


India signed she signed through "The Right. Honorable Ed- 
win Montagu, member of the British Parliament, and the 
King's secretary of state for India-." Montagu spoke and 
acted for India. The Maharajah of Bikaner, whcc signed be- 
low Montagu, was only a rubber-stamp, because these na- 
tive princes are specifically barred "from peace-making au- 
thority. 
The Maharajah had no" more chance to think or • 


act for himself than did our ov,-n venerable Henry White and 
our own accommodating Robert Lansing and Gen. Bliss. 
England signed for India, and by the same token England •• 
will vote for India whenever a league referendum is to be 
taken. 


So far as "fuHy self-governing" prerogatives are con- 


cerned, India would be even less free to think and speak for 
herself than would the Philippine Islands if they, too, had a 
league vote. She would not begin to be as. free a moral .• 
agent as would the State of Michigan if Michigan had a 
league vote. 
• 
" 


It is loo late to correct'this- glaring discrepancy with- 


out reopening the whole Versailles negotiations. • But it is 
not too late to render the discrepancy innocuous. Humili- 
ating to us though such a discrepancy is, the. Herald is not 
afraid of its practical menace in practical net results pro- 
vided the Senate of the United States, by effective Ameri- 
can reservations, prohibits illegitimate league interference 
in matters of vital American self-determination and vital 
American domestic policies, and prescribes the use of this 
British preponderance, against the United. States in Amer- 
ic'in concerns which must be left exclusively within Ameri- 
can jurisdiction. But the more study the country gives to 
this whole undertaking the more determined will become 
the convictions that these effective .American reservations 
must precede our ratification of this unequal bargain.. 


Nor need any of us seriously fear that Britain is going 


to object to these American reservations—and. that by 
adopting reservations we shall disrupt, the whole adventure 
—when we see to what extremes the Paris council went in 
protecting Britain's every whim and wish, and aspiration. 
The last limit of these "extremes" is the acknowledgment 
that India is a "fully self-governing colony" and that India is 
therefore entitled to one full vote (equally ours in assembly 
arithmetic) and is eligible even to a place upon the league's 
council of nine. If we shut our eyes to this anomaly and 
take the covenant without textual amendments, Britain 
(satisfied and chuckling) will not object to (American reser- 
vations, which merely protect the things which art Ameri- . 
can. And if, perchance, she" should, it is 'her responsibility 
and not ours for disrupting this league undertaking. The 
United States, at least, is still "fully self-governing";'and 
we do not yet owe any obligations to/any sovereignty other 
than our own.
